The Agent-General- 

March 10th 
Editor BniTisa Colonist:-— I notice in 
yesterday's papera a teppT*: that the office 
of Agent-General ih London is suppress- 
ed. It is not surprising that after years 
of extravagance rigid economy abou'ld bo 
the order of the day, and the head of the 
present Govornmeut is, we all know, 
capable of being actuated by any other 
motive than the public good. In this case 
any. other interpretatioa is iintenable, as 
Mr. Sproat was no party-man, but served 
the Province faithfully, and loyally sup 
ported each suobeB'sive (Government. 

Still. I venture to write these few linos, 
as an eyewitness of tho working of the 
Departmont in London. Tho oUiee itself, 
in ft central situation, was tho daily reii' 
dezvous of persons interested to have tho 
.lat03t information of all that concerned 
the Province. All the local papers were 
filed and the walls placarded with maps, 
sciraps, cuttings and public nbtibe^. And 
HO much was Mr. Sproat's time tak.on up 
in answering inquiries, corresponding, 
ieeturing, etc., that he had to give threo- 
(ourths of his salary to a goulleman to 
ua.sist him. Ho worked bard to et-tablish 
a new coal company, succeeded with a 
new fishisry, sent many settlers out, and 
could have sent out many more had it 
been safe to do iso; but there was no co- 
operation on this side; no GovorniiKMit 
assistance; no immigration bureau hero, 
and no temporary homo for those seeking 
lands to settle on. But Mr. Sproat's pe- 
culiar strength lay iu his iutimaio ac- 
quaintance and connexion with tho 
British Press, and I am conDdent his 
facile pea can bo traced in the leading ar- 
lioles tbat 'appeiired 'iil BO many of the pa- 
pers at the time tho Carnarvon Settlement 
was under discussion.

As some would fain wish tho ou te 
world to believe. We are alive and 
have within our district mines which 
will ever keep us alive, and it is a 
proven fact that wo can raise as good 
grain and vegetables as any country, 
and our beef cannot be excelled. 

Mr. John Shaw left hero iu May 
J with GOO liead of cattle for tho Saskat- 
chewan, and is now settled on Bow 
River, whore he and - Mr. Markley 
have opened farms. Two men — 
Karner and JIcDonald — have crossed 
tho mountains this winter to Fort 
McCloud, di.stauce from here suppos- 
ed to be about I'20 miles. That wo 
want a road opened is evident and 
Gch. Smyth advocated the. necessity 
of it. A wngon-rbad can be made 
across tho liocky Mountains of easy 
grade, plenty of water, grass, and 
little snow. Let us have it, if pos- 
sible. Tho mail comes to us regular- 
ly, but every two months is little in- 
deed for the mnts of a community 
like ours. "We also M-aut a road to 
Victoria, as we can do better thoro on 
most goods and pay double the freight 
than to purchase in any other place. 

JUDICIAL. 

Our representatives are now fight- 
ing our'Jj/ittlfis fov our rights. We 
hope thai sonie beneficial change will 
take i^lace, particularly as far as giv- 
ing us a Judge or Cold Commissioner. 
Wo lio on tho frontier. Our Justices 
of the Peace have not sufficient juris- 
diction for civil mattei's. We hope in 
the seilection of either a Gold Gom-^ 
missibner or J udge, that neither a 
politician nor a bar-room orator will 
be foisted upon us. Wo want a man 
of tho stamp of tho Hon. P. O'Reilly, 
Hon. J. C. Haynes, Hon. A. W. Vow- 
ell, whoso names are guarantees for 
their. respectability and talent. Had 
■we had such residins amongst us per- 
manently the camp would this day 
have been in a more prosperous and 
contented condition. The visit of tho 
dommissioner of Indian iiffoiro . three 
years ago opened the eyes of the In- 
dians, and everywhere we find them 
taking up patches for gardens. 

SEVKnAI, MATTERS. 

The Rov. Father Fouquet. well- 
known along tho coast aa a Mission- 
ary, is established here, assisted by 
Fathtr Gregwa. They have nearly 
completed a chapel ou the old Shaw 
Farm, now owned by them. A great 
many Indians have died here during 
the winter. The old Irish adage is 
applicable to them — "A green Christ- 
mas miUces a fat churchyard." We 
have had no deaths amongst the 
whites or Chinese. The early part 
of tho winter was cold (Novombor), 
but, through December and up to 
January 3rd, no snow. Cattle and 
horses are fat, and doing well. The 
last bead j}f beef cattle was killed for 
winter use, except what is owned by 
Mes.srs. Hicks and Milby, but we hear 
of a baud coming with the spring. I 
have found potatoes diseased tho same 
as they were affected in Ireland in 
1847. The name here given to the 
variety is the Mechanic. I found none 
tainted so far amongst tho Early Rose. 
The potatoes have been planted in the 
same ground from tho same seed for 
eight years without dressing. 

Mr. Seeley has not improved any, 
and I am informed he is in a very low 
condition. It gives us pleasure to see 
Mr. Mara in the House.
